A DRINK FOR LIFE. 


I came to India in 185— as a private in 


the—-th regiment; and my company 
formed part of the garrison at Arcot, 
Life in barracks in India is very dull; 
and I have often wondered that British 
soldiers out here are, on the •whole, &uch 
a steady, well behaved lot of lads. Com- 
pare a soldier's life in a small Indian sta- 
tion with being quartered even at Malta 
or Gibraltar, and either of these places 
will seem like paradise; though the 
"Hook" is by no means popular, and is 
always called & prison by the troops fOT 
the time being in garrison there. 


Well, we found Arcot horribly dull, 


and it was with great satisfaction that 
we heard an order had been given for 
our company to march to Vellore to 
strengthen the garrison there, which had 
been very much reduced by cholera. 


It was then about the middle of March, 


and consequently later than is usual for 
moving troops, as the days begin to get 
very hot on the plains in the Carnatic 
about that time of the year. But ours 
was special duty; and as we should only 
march in the very early morning, we did 
not fear the inconvenience of the mid- 
day heat, but looked upon the whole 
thing as rather a lark, and n welcome 
change from the monotony of garrison 
duty. As to the cholera, not one of us 
gave it a thought 
Not likely it would 


touch one of usl 


It was on the second day after leaving 


Arcot that Private Thomas Atkins, who 
was my right file, suddenly had to fall 
out. I expected him to rejoin tho ranks 
before long; but did not trouble myself 
about bis absence. It was not until we \ 
reached camp and had finished breakfast j 
that I heard anything more about him. 
i 


I then learnt that he was buried I 
j 


I knew cholera was awfully sudden in 1 


its attack and effects, but I had not im- { 
agined the possibility of its carrying ofl 
a healthy man quite so rapidly. 
Ol 


course immediate interment must take 
place in case of death on the line oi 
march. I had liked Atkins much, but 1 
fancy his death and burial were so end-. 
den that the rest of us failed to realize 
the truth oi what had happened to our 
comrade, and half expected to see him 
turn up again. Anyhow, we soon forgot 
the incident. 


Late in the afternoon I was listening 


to a description of Vellore by one of our 
fellows who had been there, and specu- 
lating on tbe chance of seeing the croco- 
diles which Tippoo Sultan bad placed ID 
the moat around the fort, as the best 
possible sentinels to prevent prisoners 
from escaping or any of his troops from 
attempting to desert, when suddenly I 
felt spasms and sickness. 


"Holloa! old fellow, how blue you 


look I* remarked a companion sitting 
next to me; and as he spoke my com- 
rades shrank terror stricken from me. It 
needed no doctor to tell me what was the 
matter. The cholera had seized me! 


I was hastily conveyed to the tempo- 


rary hospital, where our assistant sur- 
geon already had several cases of the 
disease under treatment, and I was laid 
on * charpoy. I rapidly passed from 
toe first to the second stage of that mal- 
ady, and by 9 o'clock at night the inces- 
sant vomiting and purging had reduced 
me to a condition ot weakness approach- 
ing insensibility. I was consumed by a 
burning, raging thirst, but the diesser 
disregarded all luy entreaties for a drink 
of water. Tbe system of treatment for 
Cholera in those days allowed the pa- 
tient nothing more than just to have 
the lips moistened occasionally with 
weak brandy and water, and this simply 
aggravated the torture of thirst. Now- 
adays champagne is given, and tbe suf- 
ferer is allowed to drink pretty freely. 


The hospital was, of course, only a 


pandal, hastily constructed with palmy- 
ra leaves, with a large cuscus mat at the 
entrances at each end. Two large chat- 
ties of water were placed just outside 
each entrance, from which a coolie from 
time to time threw a pannikinf u\ on the 
cuscus tathis, so that tbe wind, blowing 
through the wet mats, might cool the 
temperature inside the pandal. This re- 
sult certainly was attained, but at the 
cost of intensifying the pangs of tbe pa- 
tients, whose thirst was tantalized by 
bearing tbe splashing of the water. 


I had begged, sworn and menaced at 


intervals, but no one paid the slightest 
heed to me; and I was sinking into that 
condition of torpor which is the immedi- 
ate precursor of the third and fatal stage 
of cholera when I heard voices in the 
pandal 
The assistant surgeon was 


making his last round for the night, ac- 
companied 
by the hospital dresser. 


With a violent effort I roused myself 
and eagerly listened for their approach. 
I wanted to bear my fate pronounced. 


They stopped at length where I lay, 


and the doctor examined my body. 


"Mottledl" I beard him remark to the 


dresser. I we* starr/ deafened by tbe 
tinging or rather drumming in my ten, 
»I lay perfectly motionlee8,ao as not to 
feto single word of what they might saj 
escape me, if possible. 


"Be !s insensible already," tbe doctor 


continued, "and will not last long. So

"Make six?" I jald to toftelt; "make 


six whatT ""Six corpse*, of course, for 
burial at daylight to-morrow morning," 
a voice seemed to laugh out. with fiend- 
ish exultation. 


The dresser said something wblch I 


could not distinctly hear, but the answer 
enlightened roe as to the subject they 
were discussing. 


"Oh, yes, there will be room enough; 


in fact, for two more, if necessary." 


They had goner and the placo was la 


darkness save for the glimmer of a co- 
coanut oil lamp. I heard "the scratching 
of mumooties just outside tho pandaL 


It was the noise made by the camp 


followers, who were digging a common 
grave for six of us, leaving room for two 
more, if necessary. 


I felt utterly stunned and quite Indif- 


ferent as to my fate, which, of course, I 
considered settled after what tba assist- 
ant surgeon bad said. My tongue was 
like a piece of dry leather in my month, 
which bad Jong since ceased! to yield 
any saliva to relieve the agonizing burn- 
ing of my throat and palate. I could 
not have made any sound bad I attempted 
to do so; but I did not try, for the at- 
tendants were all stretched on the ground 
fast asleep 
T felt I was deserted—left 


'odie. 


1 was beginning to wander, I think, 


and was back again in the bright green 
English meadows, picking daisies with 
my little sister, and sol should have 
passed away. But just at that moment 
the coolies, who bad finished digging the 
grave—my grave—passed the entrance 
to the pandal; and one of them, with 
more consideration than his class usually 
show, threw a pannikinful of water on 
the cuscus tnthi 


It was liko a galvanic shock to me, 1 


resolved to have a drink at any risk. I 
had to die, so what matter if I hastened 
my death an hour or two by drinking 
cold water! At least I should be re- 
lieved from the torture of thirst and die 
happy, 


I tried to get up, but I was too weak 


to stand, and fell down at once. Then 1 
reflected that I was more likely to be 
seen if I walked, and if detected in my 
attempt I should be brought back, and 
perhaps be strapped down to die. So I 
tried to crawl 


I was about ten minutes dragging my- 


self the forty feet from my cot to the 
entrance, and I wriggled under the cus- 
cus tathi like a snake. 


There were the chatties before me! 
The first I seized was empty, and the 


disappointment nearly made me ewoon. 
but the second WHS brim full.. I threw 
my arms around it, and dragged myself 
to it. I plunged my head into the de- 
licious, limpid water, and devoured 
rather than drank huge montbfuls of 
tbe cool and heavenly fluid. I felt my 
stomach swelling with the enormous 
draughts I swallowed; but I laughed and 
drank again and again. I recked naught 
of life and death then. 


At length I could drink no more, and 


then discipline asserted itself. 
I knew 


I had no right to be out there, and 1 
thought if I were missed from my cot I 
should be reported. So I crept back the 
way I had come, and shortly after fell 
into a profound sle^p. 


It was broad daylight when I awoke, 


and saw the assistant surgeon and dress- 
er standing beside me. 


"How ia this?" asked the doctor. 


"Wetherall ought to have been dead." 


"Please, sir," said I, "I am feeling 


much better, and have no wish to make 
the sixth this morning." 


He knew I had overheard his remark 


on the preceding night; he smiled sadly 
and said, "1 am sorry to say there were 
six without you. But I cannot under- 
stand how it is you are alive. Most ex- 
traordinary 1" 
I rapidly recovered; and as I had never 


indulged in the pernicious country ar- 
rack sold to soldiers out here, I was soon 
quite strong again. I was made sergeant 
very soon, and I remained upward of 
twenty years serving with different regi- 
ments out here; but it was some time 
before I told any one how I recovered 
from my attack of cholera. However, 1 
told the doctor one day all about it; and, 
though he said the cold water ought to 
have killed me, I observed the poor fel- 
lows who were in hospital with cholera 
got an extra allowance of water. 


All my people were dead or scattered 


and I had no wish to return to England, 
so I took my pension; and the bounties 
I had obtained, added to my savings, 
enabled me to buy this bit of kind. 1 
am doing well, and have all a man can 
wish for to make him happy.—Black- 
wood's Magazine. 


Tbe I/ord» Not Self Supporting. 


The fees received in tbe house of lords 


show a tendency to decrease. In some 
yean nearly £40,000 has been paid into 
the exchequer, and the house of lords be- 
came nearly self supporting. It might 
have lived upon its fees had the increase 
continued, says a London correspondent. 
But last year the fees amounted to only 
£28,000, and the expenditure was more 
than £44,00*, so that their lordships cost 
the taxpayers of the country more than 
£23,000 a year. The disposition Is, of 
course, to abolish the fee system, and, if 
the process of abolition goes on, the 
house of lords will have to reduce its ex- 
penses if it ia not to remain the subject 
of continual condemnation in the house 
of commons for extravagance.—PaJJ

INVESTED PANORAMAS, 


IT IS 8AID THAT 
A SCOTCHMAN 


FIRST PAINTED THEM. 


Robert Barker and Hli Career—Bow tbe 


Idea First Occurred to Bin—Edinburgh 
Painted as • Beginner—A Blral Claim- 
ant—The Panorama of Joan of Arc. 
Robert Barker la generally credited 


with being the first painter of panoramas 
u we know them today. He was bora 
in Edinburgh, where he lived for sixty 
fears daring the last century. Originally 
he made hia living by painting portraits, 
and it is said of him that the first notion 
of a picture that would take in tbe entire 
•cone visible from a certain point on 
•very side occurred to him when he was 
sitting on the top of Carlton hill in 
Scotland's capital. He went home and 
began painting on a cylindrical surface a 
picture of the town as it appears to any- 
body viewing it from that famous emi- 
nence, which would include Arthur's 
•eat, the Castle Rock and the distant 
firth of Forth.

His first picture was on paper pasted 


on to linen. He came to London with it, 
and invoked the patronage of Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, who declared the plan of such 
a picture so impracticable that he would 
willingly, be said, get out of his bed at 
night time to inspect the work of art if 
it could be produced. When Barker did 
actually surmount all difficulties and 
opened his panoramic exhibition in 
Caatla street, Leicester square, skeptical 
Sir Joshua was as good, or almost as 
good, as hia promibO. He sallied forth 
one morning in his slippers from his 
breakfast table to see the marvel, and, 
having received ocular demonstration 
that a panorama was a possibility, gen- 
erously congratulated the artist on his 
success. 


The first picture was painted in a cir- 


cle, the diameter of which was twenty- 
five feet, but afterwards Barker* became 
more ambitious. He had succeeded with 
Edinburgh, why should he not try Lon- 
don? This he at once set to work doing, 
and he produced a picture taken from 
an elevated position in the old Albion 
mills, near Blackfriaru' bridge. By dint 
of "pegging away," and with tbe assist- 
ance of one or two kindly and wealthy 
patrons, such as Lord Elcho, Barker had 
contrived to snatch pecuniary success 
out of the jaws of apparent failure, and 
five years after he arrived in London, in 
1793, he took the lease of a piece of 
ground to Oanhourn street and erected 
thereon a large building simply and 
solely for the purpose of exhibiting his 
panorarnastheie A joint stock company 
helped him to find funds for this build- 
ing, where he had three rooms, in the 
largest of which the diameter of the pic- 
ture was ninety feet, and the chief open- 
ing attraction was a representation of 
a revieV of the fleet at SpitheadL This 
succeeded so well that the inventive Bar- 
ker bought up the shares in his own com- 
pany and became sole proprietor. 


From this time onward the Leiceters 


square panorama was one of the lions of 
London, and its inventor having made a 
thoroughly good thing out of it, and 
having pleased and unproved the minds 
of countless spectators, died in the year 
1806, leaving his profitable occupation to 
his son, Henry Aston Barker, "who kept 
on the business still, resigned," or not as 
the case might be, "unto the heavenly 
wilL" At all events Barker the younger 
was a conscientious panoramist, for he 
journeyed all over Europe in his search 
for "subjects." He "panoramed" Malta 
and Elba, and in the course of his visit 
to the latter place interviewed the great 
Napoleon. He illustrated Nelson's most 
famous sea fights, and he went to Con- 
stantinople and Waterloo to make draw- 
ings of each. 


THE BIO PICTURE IN PARIS. 


From Waterloo he journeyed on to 


Paris, which the allied troops were then 
occupying, in order to obtain perfectly 
correct accounts of the dispositions of 
the forces from tbe actual leaders in the 
fight. As no inventor is ever allowed to 
be the first in the field, it may be well, 
in the interests of historical accuracy, to 
say that Robert Barker's fame is troubled 
by a rival discoverer of panoramas, one 
Professor Breisig, of Danzig; but it is 
acknowledged that Barker was the first 
actually to paint and exhibit a panoram- 
ic picture on a large scale. 


The latest development of the pano- 


ramic art is to be seen, along with other 
wonders, at Paris. Patriotism has in- 
spired some enterprising Oaul with the 
very happy thought of seizing the oppor- 
tunity for interesting his countrymen 
and women and the whole world in the 
story of Joan of Arc. He has according- 
ly had painted and is exhibiting a colos- 
sal and beautiful panorama of the life of 
the Maid of Orleans in several scenes. 
Realism is, of course, to the fore, and 
during the battle scenes before Orleans 
the peal of trumpets is heard, while the 
painting of the groups of figures in the 
coronation scene at Rheims and in other 
episodes is said to be marvelously life- 
lite. This panorama, if it does nothing 
else, affords an agreeable way of learn- 
ing the chief facts in the life of a great 
historical character. 


Mosy people will wish that they could 


learn all their history in the same easy 
fashion. To have well painted tableaux 
pass in succession before one, each de- 
picting a famous ncene in & great drama 
of actual life, ia not a contemptible aid 
to education. If there is any lecturing 
to be done the lecturer's remarks are lis- 
tened to with far more patience when the 
eye baa all the time before it tbe actual 
•cene of which mention is being made. 
Even a humorist like Artemus Ward 
found that his comic addresses "went" 
much better when aided by a panorama, 
la which a comic moon that tried to rise 
and got stuck half way up the sky added 
to the total effect,—London Telegraph.

Englishman—Ah! and what tribe do 


fou belong to, pleaae?—Harper'* Boon 


Pigeon flying is one of the delights of 


the Black country, and a Birmingham, 
Eng., paper gives a carious account of 
It It ia a passion with the working- 
men, and it takes some of them com- 
pletely away from their work. With 
the majority, however, it is no more than 
the ordered pastimes of the first day of 
the week. It has developed quite a new 
branch of railway traffic in the district 
It is the practice of flyers to send their 
birds in baskets, addressed to the station 
master at a particular station, with the 
request that he will release them, mark 
on the label the time they wore released 
and return the basket What ia most 
singular is that this is regularly done. 
An important traffic has grown up in 
this way, with a tariff for pigeon baskets 
and returned empties. Railway com- 
panies at first eet tmir faces against it, 
but finally took a more enlightened view 
of their own interests and of tbe want* 
of their customers. They were probably 
influenced by the consideration that tbe 
officials rather liked the work. In cloudy 
weather porters have been known to 
feed birds three days before setting them 
free. The only inconvenience is that, 
where a bird fails to reach his destina- 
tion, the obliging official ia sometimes 
accused of being "got at" by a rival 
flier. This suggests a certain demoral- 
izing tendency in the pastime, and the 
suggestion may be confirmed by the re- 
vival of a well worn anecdote. An aged 
penitent, who had loved pigeon flying 
not wisely but too well, was assured by 
his ghostly comforter on his death bed, 
that they would both meet in a better 
place with wings to their backs. The 
dying man suddenly forgot bis anxieties 
in the ribald offer to "fly" the parson 
for a sovereign when they arrived. 


To Restore Worn Clothing. 


The mystery to many people how the 


scourers of old clothes cijn make them 
look almost as good as new is explained 
in The American Analyst as follows: 
Take, for instance, a shiny old coat, vest 
or parr of pants, of broadcloth, cassi- 
mere or diagonal. The scourer makes a 
strong, warm soapsuds arid plunges the 
garment into it, souses it up and down, 
rubs the dirty places, if necessary puts 
it through a second suds, then rinses it 
through several waters, and hangs it to 
dry on the Una When nearly dry, he 
takes it in, rolls it up for an hour or two, 
and then presses it. An old cotton cloth 
is laid on the outsida of the coat, and 
the iron passed over that until the 
wrinkes are out; but the iron is removed 
before tbe steam ceases to rise from tbe 
goods, else they would be shiny. 


Wrinkles that are obstinate are re- 


moved by laying a wet cloth over them 
and passing the iron over that. If any 
shiny places are seen they are treated as 
the wrinkles are—the iron is lifted, 
while the full cloud of steam rises and 
brings the nap up with it. Cloth should 
always have a suds made specially for 
it, as if that which has been used for 
white cotton or woolen clothes lint will 
be left in the water and cling to the 
cloth. In this manner we have known 
the same coat and pantaloons to be re- 
newed time and again, and have all the 
look and feel of new garments. Good 
broadcloth and its fellow cloths will bear 
many washings, and look better every 
time because of them. 


A Mint* on tbe Plain*. 


We witnessed the most perfect mirage 


we ever saw on the Laromie plains 
Tuesday evening. It was about an bout 
before sunset, and looking out of a car 
window we saw about a mile away a 
beautiful lake. It was in a slight de- 
pression among the hills, and seemed to 
be about two miles long by a mile wide. 
Never having noticed a lake at that 
place on the road, we were considerably 
astonished, and asked tho conductor for 
an explanation. He was equally aston- 
ished, as were passengers familiar with 
the road. As the train advanced the 
lake appeared to enlarge and rise, but in 
spite of this it was difficult to believe 
the appearance was simply that optical 
delusion known as mirage, and thai 
what appeared to be a lake was a grassy, 
level plain. The apparent lake was as 
smooth and bright as a mirror, except at 
one edge, where it appeared to be ruffled 
by the wind. The strange sight was 
viewed with wonder by hundreds of pas- 
sengers until it was out of sight.—Roci 
Springs (Wy.

Crusted with Diamonds, 


The Buddhists in Burmah do not con 


sider tho question of expense in beauti- 
fying their temples. Here is the descrip- 
tion of the new vane of a pagoda al 
Rangoon: "The vane is about three feet 
by one and a half feet broad, and thickly 
crusted with precious stones and lovely 
fans of tfie red Burmese gold. One rub; 
alone is worth 6,000 rupees, and there 
are several hundred rubies alone on this 
beautiful thing. On the tip of the iron 
rod on which works the vane is a richly 
carved and perforated gold ornament 
called the Semboo. It is somewhat egg 
shaped and a foot in height, tipped by no 
enormous diamond encircled by many 
smaller ones crusted on like barnacles. 
All over this exquisite oval object are 
similar clumps of diamonds, no othet 
stone being used for this part."—St 
Louis Globe-Demccrat.

The San^ranciico Chronicle comments 


as (ollows ipoji a proposed-:new plan to 
toeotfit silver: 


At th« present time the subject of the 


coinage of silver is attracting a great deal 
of attention in tbe United States, renewed' 
interest in it having been awakened by the 
recent statement of the Treasury Depart- 
ment showing how little silver is in tbe 
Treasury against which certificates have 
cot been i*sueci and to what extent the 
ctacdard dollars themselves have raised 
into notna1 circulation. 


Tbe American Banker's Association, 


which recently met in Kansas City, 
naturally devoted maoh of its time to the 
consideration of this question. Among 
others W. P. St. John, president ot the 
Mercantile Natioviul Back of New York, 
made an itddress which contained some 
ideas which are worth discussion, even if 
cot RSDerally accepted. He proposes, M 
tbe first step toward increasing the coinage 
of silver, that the United States legal 
ender notes, of which there are about 
>340,000,000 outstanding, be retired, and 
hat filTer be coined and certificates issued 
n their place. To make the change Mr. 
st. Jobn proposes that the limit ol monthly 
purchases of silver be et once increased to 
$1,000,000, and tbat the surrender of legal 
tender notes then begin. He includes also 
be surrender of national bank notes, of 
which there are about $130,000,000, end 
:ocelndf s that to retire both these kinds of 
currency under a monthly silver coinage 
ot $4,000,000 will require about ten years. 


In support o! his proposition Mr. St. 


John argues tbat it once upon its adoption 
the price of siWtr will bs importantly 
enhanced and for years maintained 
He 


points out that by tbe average of the last 
seven year*, including 1888, the entire 
world's annual product of silver barely 
exceeds §117,550,000; that of this turn 
China aud British India together used 
•boat $03,250,000, aud th« industrial arts 
of Europe and tbe United States more than 
$21,000,000, leaving for our actual coinage 
only $33 000,000; from which it follows 
that the annual purchase of $48,000,000 
of pilver would both stimulate production 
and enhance tbe price. 


To forestall timidities, says Mr. Bt. John, 


let it be remarked tbat it is not proposed to 
banish gold nor to invite foreign silver, ex- 
cept as $100,000,000 of the Treasury's idle 
hoard of gold is banitbed out of tbe Treas- 
ury and iuto circulation among the people. 
When tha foreigner owes us a debt, says 
tbe speaker, which bis products will not 
acceptably repay we shall then command 
his gold. He cunnotsbip na silver bullion, 
if be can produce it, unless we want it; 
and be cannot obtain oar legal tender sil 
ver dollar for less than 100 bents. 


It must be apparent that the argument* 


used by Mr. St. Jbht io invor ot maximum 
coinage under the Bland Act are equally 
applicable to the free coinage of silver, and 
ba probably SAW this himself, for be ad- 
mitted tbat at the end of the period of ten 
jeard which he fixed, our people will have 
become familiarized with silver money, 
and our pockets and our bank coffers will 
be full of it, and we shall then be inter- 
ested to entertain and weigh for what it 
may be worth, tbe proposition to open our 
mints to tbe free coinage of silver. 


Doubtless various plans will be submit- 


ted to the coming Congress, and tbe one 
thus briefly outlined is worth study aud 
coBsiueratioB. If its adoption shall result 
in tbo enhancement of the market value of 
silver, then free coinage may come as soon 
as it likes, for with silver valued in tbe 
marktU at tho legal ratio, even an extreme 
gold-bug could not object to its coinage.

A Tribute to George Merrill and 


His Wife. 


The Honolulu Daily Bulletin of late date 


pays the annexed graceful tribute to Min- 
ister Geo. W. Merrill and wife: 


Mr. Geo. W. Merrill, appoiated by Pres- 


ident Cleveland as United States Minister 
Resident near His Majesty's Coart, arrived 
here with Mrs. Merrill on Jons 8, 1885. 
He had, therefore, occupied that important 
position fonr years and a quarter when re- 
lieved ths other day by Mr. John L. Stev- 
ens, tbe nominee of President Harrison. 
Mr. Merrill has had the honor as well as 
tbe great pleasure of leading his country- 
men in ths fitting celebration of five anni- 
versaries of ths independence oi the United 
States. It is stating the case very mildly 
to say that this, one of the grandest holidays 
in the Hawaiian calendar, has suffered no 
dimnnition i'u enthusiasm or effectiveness 
of eelebmion under his guidance. 
Tbe 


writer'* career in the land being little 
longer than tLat of the retired Minister 
Resident, any comparison of these five 
"Fourths" witb those preceding would 
here not be entitled to much weight. But 
there is no hesitation in bearing emphatic 
testimony to the fact that from the first day 
of their occupancy, Mr. and Mrs. Merrill 
have brought the American Legation into 
increasing popularity by means of their 
very successful receptions on the national 
holidays. By the unconstrained cordiality 
of their welcome, their impartial attentions 
to visitors of all nationalities and ranks, 
and their very generous hospitality, they 
won aa bolt and hostess universal admira- 
tion and esteem. 


Mr. Merrill, M Representative ot his 


Government, earned the mobt unqualified 
approbation of tke President and Cabinet 
Ministers, particularly that of the Secre- 
tary of State, W'th whose office he hadmott 
to' do. 
His promptness, accuracy and 


judgment in tbe dispatches transmitted by 
him upon Hawaiian, Pacific and interna- 
tional affaire were again sod again acknowl- 
edged in terms divested of the usual official 
formality. These return dUpatches from 
Washington ae replete with expressions of 
(he Government's appreciation of the 
thoroughness ot the Minister Resident's 
reports, aud the comprehensiveness and 
value of his observations upon matters 
within .his official view. Daring his whole 
term be has not had to read a single line 
of disapproval of his action in any matter, 
which, considering the critical junctures in 
Hawaii tbat he has been brought into re- 
lation witb, is a record of which any dip- 
lomatist might be proud. When in tbe 
troubles of 1887 Mr. Msrrill had to shape 
bis own course, owing to the impossibility 
of communicating in time with bis Gov- 
ernment, his report to tbe Department of 
State was acknowledged as having ••an- 
ticipated the instructions" he would have 
received. He was especially commended 
on that occasion for having avoided the ne- 
cessity ot.calling in foreign aid, which 
would have endangered tbe independence 
ot thiseonntry. Mr. Merrill received spec- 
ial approval ot his action in promoting the 
renewal ot the Reciprocity Treaty. 


Not only under President Cleveland's 


Administration, to which be owed his posi- 
tion, has tbe late Minister Resident re- 
ceived expressions of 
confidence from 


Washington. 
His views recommending 


certain amendments to tbe extradition 
treaty have been acknowledged by Secre- 
tary Blaine as having been "much appre- 
ciated." He has been assured ol tbe ap- 
proval of President Harrison of the tenor 
of a dispatch communicated by him on 8a- 
aioan affairs. 
Secrelaiy Elaine's letter ol 


recall evinces an appreciation of Mr. Mer- 
rill's services to bis country, which, com- 
ing from the head of tbe party opposite to 
his own, is a telling tribute to hi* career 
and shows that nothing but the political 
methods prevailing in the Union dictated 
bis removal. The Secretary-of State, alter 
announcing the appointment ol Mr. Stev- 
ens, says he is "further instructed to lay 
that this decision in nowise detracts from 
tbe high opinion which has been formed, of 
your intelligence and zeal in the discharge 
of the duliei ot your station."

THE BUSY FURRIERS IN AN OLD 


QUARTER OP NEW YORK CITY. 


Cattor, Saw**, abeam aad naUier Team

FUr» In summer? Yet, they're not so 


uncommon aa to attract nndu« attention, 
but these are not worn over fair shoul- 
ders clad in lawn. They are heaped in 
various shapes of manufacture in the) 
shop of a furrier down in the French 
quarter. 
At least one thousand men and 


women in New York are busied in male* 
Ing fur garments. There are factories 
employing many scores of workmen, and 
there are dingy little shop* where a few 
journeymen work together, with small 
lapital, low rant and- moderate profits. 
La this particular shop there are only 
four men at work—just the number re- 
quired to complete a garment under the 
division of labor usual In the fur bust- 


One man stands at a counter with a 


pile of muskrat akina at his left band, 
and In hla right a keen little knife, shaped 
almost exactly like the outstretched wing 
of a bird. The skin of the furs baa been 
dampened to that it ia pliant. The cut- 
:er, aa be is called, seizes a akin, turns 
tbe fur down and rapidly cuts out de- 
fecta with his bird's wing- knife. 


BCABornr or HKROT anna, 


Scarcely one skin in a hundred If per- 


fect There are shot holes, scars from 
bites and scratches, tears and other dam- 
age, <be result of careless curing. By 
the time all defects have been cut out it 
may have been necessary to divide the 
skin into twenty strips and squares. 
About 20 per cent of the fur ia lost by 
the process of cutting; though the small- 
est pieces, even those not more than an 
inch square, are carefully saved, so long 
as they are well covered with hair. 


Aa the knife slips through the leather 


you notice that the under aide ot the 
fur Is a rich, golden brown, while theonter 
surf ace is black. The fur has been dyed, 
but the dye has not penetrated to the 
akin. The dyeing and curing are done 
elsewhere at factories which receive the 
raw skins by the thousand from the 
west and south. They come turned 
wrong side out and looking like great 
Japanese slippers from having been 
stretched and dried by the trapper on 
pointed shingles. 


From the cutter's table the skins go 


to the sewer. He sits in a corner and 
works a strong sewing machine, whose 
needle is easily driven through the skin. 
Ordinary, stout thread is used, and the 
sewer manages to piece together the va- 
rious scraps in such a way that no seam 
shows on the hairy side. The seams on 
the under side appear like straight ridges 
or cords. The skin comes from the sewer 
a patchwork of leather almost as strong- 
ly held together as an uncut pelt 


From the sewer the material goes to 


the blocker. In this instance it is a muff 
that they are making. The "block" is 
in seven pieces that fit together and form 
an Implement that looks almost exactly 
like a big wheel bub. The skin, which 
has been sewn end to end so as to form a 
hollow cylinder, ia placed on the block 
form. It extends a little beyond the 
block, and a little wooden disk ia placed 
bi each end of the latter. To these disla 
the ends of the skin are nailed, and the 
wbole thing is then placed in the window 
to dry. 


When the skin Is partly dried it is re- 


moved from the Ulock and turned ov«r 
to the finisher. 
He puts in wadding and 


lining and sews on the cord and tassels. 
if the muff ia to be thus ornamented. 
Finally the fur U carefully brushed until 
it ia smooth and glossy. Then it is put 
into a round pasteboard box, ready to be 
shipped to the merchant, through whom 
it is distributed to the retail dealers here 
and elsewhere. 


WAOE8 Or TUB WOBEKBS. 


Four men working together thus ten 


hours a day can make three dosen muffs. 
Cutters earn from $15 to f 18 a week and 
blockersand finishers from $10 to $13 a 
week. Women are sometimes employed 
aa finishers at about the same wages. 
The busy season ia from June to Decem- 
ber. September, October and November 
are perhaps the most active months of 
the season. In the npring and winter 
-business is dull, and the few men cm- 
ployed «r« at work upon inferior Ma- 
terial. which cannot be worked profita- 
bly in the busy season. 
Fashion in furs changes slightly from 


year to year, and the growing taste fox 
summer fun now has to. be taken into 
account Boas, capes and muffs are now 
being made for next winter. The cheap- 
est and most abundant skin Is that of 
the hare; the costliest are those of the 
beaver, sable, seal, black fox and er- 
mine. The last named is extremely riire. 
The dispised polecat contributes fur to 
the comfort and ornamentation of beau- 
ty, and nobody turns up their nosti at 
him. 
His unpleasant characteristics disap- 


pear in the curing. Pretty boas aremade 
of the hare's skin, and costly capes of 
lynx, sable and beaver fur. Some of the 
costliest fun are imported, but the great 
maw of fur garments are made from na- 
tive skins. 
Foreigners have been pioneers In the 


fancy fur business of New York, and 
there are still many Frenchmen, tier- 
mans and Italians employed in the work; 
but native Americana are taUng to the 
trade more and more. It requires from 
one to five yean to become an expert 
cutter, but other branches of the tirade 
are more quickly learned, The costliest 
furs are made up in large factories,, be- 
cause it takes considerable capital to keep 
a stock of raw material on hand. The 
business is rather dirty, but it is not 
specially unwholesome.— New York Star.
